Current Quarantine Notes. 



[Translated in this Bureau from the " Veroffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheit- 
samtes," Berlin, January 8 and 29, and February 5, 1896.] 

Japan. — The quarantine regulations ordered July 9 and July 30,* 
1895, against arrivals from ports in the Provinces of China occupied by 
Japanese troops, notably Korea, Formosa, and the Pescadores islands, 
have been out of force since December 17. 

Egypt. — According to resolution of the international council of 
health of January 7 pilgrims from Egypt are subjected to a ten-days' 
quarantine at El Tor, and to medical inspection and disinfection of 
their effects at Abou Saad, near Djeddah. In case of cholera outbreak 
on board of ship they shall be subject to a further quarantine at 
Camaran. Pilgrims are received at Tor only from March 1 to April 
30. Those who arrive after April 30 are sent to Camaran. The bills
